A Witness in Schley 
Court Today

WASHINGTON. Oct. U .-A fter the wit­ 
nesses of yesterday had been re-called 
today in the Schley court for the purpose 
of correcting their testimony, Lieut. J. H, 
Holden was re-introduc' d to continue his 
examination. 
Oilier witnesses called for 
the day were Captain Chadwick, who was 
Admiral Sampson’s chief of staff during 
the war with Spain; Cloit 
Commander 
C, C. Marsh aud Lieut. E. L. Bennett 
both of whom served on tie* flagship New 
York; Lieut 
Adalbert AJthouse, of the 
MareaehuHeits; Lieut. Francis Boughten 
of the Marblehead and Lieut. William ll 
Reynolds who was signal officer on board 
the Texas. 
Captain Lcmly had supposed that lie 
would be able to conclude the presenta­ 
tion of the government's side of the case 
by tho close of this week. but lie now 
finds that he will still have several wit­ 
nesses on his list when the court ad­ 
journs tomorrow. 
In all probability he 
will consume the greater part of the first 
halt of next week. 
Mr. Rayn< r estimates that the court 
will not be able to conclude Its work be­ 
fore the middle of November. 
COURT OPENS. 
When the court was called to order. 
Captain Lemly made a brief explanation 
pf one of his statements of 
yesterday 
concerning the statement received from 
Commander Marix. 
He said that the 
statement was “unsworn.” 
“ I would like it to appear,” he said, 
“that although these are sworn to, they 
are not. being In the shape of deposi­ 
tions and ex-parte 
statements, 
such 
sworn evidence as is usually admitted be­ 
fore the court, but cam)* in with their 
full value merely because there was no 
objection of each side.” 
ADMIRAL TAYLOR. 
Among the witnesses called early In 
the day for the purpose of 
correcting 
their testimony was Admiral II. c. Tay­ 
lor. 
While he was on the stand he was 
questioned as to whether he had received 
information that the Spaniards wert' com­ 
ing out of the harbor at Santiago before 
they made their appearance on July 3 
The question was asked by Captain Lcm­ 
ly and th** answer w’hs "None w hatever” 
Mr. Rayner—-“ You did not get a mes­ 
sage from the Vixen 
in reference to 
smoke coming out of the harbor?" 
“None." 
“ Do you remember anybody on your 
vessel who did observe smoke and re­ 
ported it to you?” 
"I do not remember.” 
Captain Lemly read a report from Cap­ 
tain Merrill Miller, formerly of the Ra­ 
leigh, concerning the accuracy of 
the 
studimeter. 
This report was duted in 
1vJ6 and stated that the stadlmeter had 
been found to give accurst* results In 
measurements of less than 800 yards but 
not so when the distance wan greater, 
Lieut. Adalbert 
Althouse. 
formerly 
Watch and division officer on the battle­ 
ship Massachusetts, was then called. Re 
detailed the movements of that vessel In 
connection with the hying squadron. He 
said that ut Cienfuegos the v e s s e l s lay 
six to ten miles out at night, going near­ 
er in the day time. 
Lieut. Alt house said that on the day 
of the bombardment of the Cristobal Col­ 
on. he had been In charge of the 8-inch 
turret of the 
Massachusetts. 
He said 
that the ship had not exceeded three 
minutes in pasting the entrance to th** 
harbor iii first passage and that only two 
shots were then fir*d. 
The Instructions 
were to make th** range TOOD yards, but 
th** shots fill short ami the range was 
increased on the return trip to 8600 and 
then to 10.000 yards. 
Asked what was 
discovered as to the strength of the land 
batteries by this reconnaisanee. he said 
that to his mind it was shown they wore 
very weak.

Fifth President of 
Mormon

SALT LAKE, Utah, Oct. ll.—Loren- 
Eo Snow, fifth president of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of L ater Day Sulnts, 
better known as the Mormon church, 
died 
unexpectedly at his private resi­ 
dence, 
the 
historic 
Beehive 
house, 
yesterday afternoon. 
Tire immediate 
cause of 
his death 
w as 
hypostetle 
congestion, 
superinduced 
by ag g ra­ 
vated bronchitis. 
Several weeks ago 
President Snow contracted a cold. He 
was at his desk, however, attending 
to business, as late as Tuesday. 
President Snow was regarded as a 


broad minded m an who desired the up­ 
building of U tah as well as tile pro­ 
gress of the Mormon church. 
P resi­ 
dent Snow’s death dissolves the 
first 
presidency of which he was the head, 
his two counsellors being Joseph Smith 
aud 
Rudgcr 
Clawson. 
Until 
his 
successor shall be chosen, which may 
not 
be until the annual 
conference 
next 
April, 
the 
leadership 
of the 
church will devolve upon thee ounctl 
of 
twelve apostles, 
of which 
body 
Mr. Smith is the recognized head. Un- 
ess death should come to him in the 
meantime, Mr. Smith will be the next 
president 
of the church. 
President 
Snow leaves a large family, the m em ­ 
bers 
being scattered throughout 
the 
world. 
Lorenzo Snow was born In Mantua, 
Portage county. 
Ohio, Aiirll 
3. 1814. 
arid received a classical education 
ut 
Oberlin college. 
He became a convert 
to Mormonism in 1836 and immediately 
begun proselyting. 
Since then he has 
been one of the most active and prom ­ 
inent members of the church organiza­ 
tion. 
In 1848 a t the head of a train 


of IOO wagons he made th* overland 
trip from Illinois to the present site 
of Salt Lake, Utah, and in all the 
work of 
founding 
and 
building 
up 
this city he was a leader. For thirty 
years, commencing with 1862, he was a 
member of the territorial legislature 
chiefly as presiding officer of the upper 
house. 
In 
1866 with 
50 fain lien 
ne 
founded and nam ed Brigham city 
in 
northern Utah, which was his home 
for m any years. 
In 1886 he was con­ 
victed of unlawful cohabitation 
and 
sentenced to three term s of six months 
each, hut later was released on a writ 
of habeas corpus. On Sept. 13. 1896, he 
was chosen president of the church in 
succession lo Wilfrid Woodruff.

Fifth President of Mormon 


Church Passed Away

SALT LAKE, Utah, Oct. ll.—Loren- 
*o Snow, fifth president of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of L ater D ay Saints, 
better known as the Mormon church, 
died 
unexpectedly at his private resi­ 
dence, 
the 
historic 
Beehive 
house, 
yesterday afternoon. 
The immediate 
cause of 
his death 
was 
hypostetic 
congestion, 
superinduced 
by ag g ra­ 
vated bronchitis. 
Several weeks ago 
President Snow contracted a cold. He 
was a t his desk, however, attending 
to business, as late as Tuesday. 
President Snow was regarded as a 


broad minded man who desired the up­ 
building of U tah as well as the pro­ 
gress of the Mormon church. 
P resi­ 
dent Snow's death dissolves the 
first 
presidency of which he was the head, 
his two counsellors being Joseph Smith 
and 
Budger 
Clawson. 
Until 
his 
successor shall be chosen, which may 
not 
be until the annual 
conference 
next 
April, 
the 
leadership 
of the 
church will devolve upon thee ounell 
of 
twelve apostles, 
of which 
body 
Mr. Smith Is the recognized head. Un- 
ess death should come to him In the 
meantime, Mr. Smith will be the next 
president 
of the church. 
President 
Snow leaves a large family, the m em ­ 
bers 
being scattered throughout 
the 
world. 
Lorenzo Snow was born In M antua, 
Portage county, 
Ohio, 
Am il 
3, 1814. 
and received a classical education 
at 
('berlin college. 
He became a convert 
to Mormonism in 1836 and Immediately 
began proselyting. 
Since then he has 
been one of the most active and prom ­ 
inent members of the church organiza­ 
tion. 
In 1848 a t the head of a train 


of IOO wagons he made the overland 
trip from Illinois to the present site 
of Salt Lake, Utah, mid in all the 
work of 
founding 
and 
building 
up 
this city he was a leader. For thirty 
years, commencing with 1862, he was a 
member of the territorial legislature 
chiefly as presiding officer of the upper 
house. 
In 
I Sob with 
50 fain lies 
ne 
founded and nam ed Brigham city 
in 
northern Utah. which was his home 
for m any years. 
In 1886 he was con­ 
victed of unlawful cohabitation 
and 
sentenced to three term s of six months 
each. but later was released on a writ 
of habeas corpus. On Sept. 13, 1896, he 
was chosen president of the church in 
succession to Wilfrid Woodruff.

made some months ago, that Mr. Rhodes 
In 1891, gave 5,(Ha) pounds to the liberal 
party on condition that Mr. Gladstone 
would not bring about the evacuation of 
Egypt by the British troops. 
Both Sir 
Wiiltam VernoH-IIarcourt and Sir Henry 
Campbell- Bannerman, (the liberal lead­ 
ers) have publicly declared this to 
be 
false. 
In a letter covering this corre­ 
spondence, Mr. Rhodes sums up as fol­ 
lows* 
“I met Mr. Schnadhorst in London and 
he asked me whether I was willing to 
subscribe to the party funds. 
I said I 
was prepared to do so provided the pol­ 
icy was not to scuttle out of Egypt and 
that in the event of a home rule bill be­ 
ing brought forward, provision should be 
made for the retention of th*' irish mem­ 
bers at Westminster. I understood from 
Mr. Schnadhorst that he would consult 
Mr. Gladstone, which quite satisfied me, 
as I looked upon Mr. Gladstone as the 
liberal party, Mr. Schnadhorst accepted 
the contributions defined in the letter ap­ 
pended.” 
In this letter Mr. Rhodes 
demanded 
that his contribution be kept secret and 
that the check be returned if the Irish 
were not represented 
at 
Westminster. 
But, he added a postscript, saying: 
”1 am horrified at Mr. Morlsy’s speech 
on Egypt, lf you think your party hope­ 


less keep the money but give it to some 
charity. 
It would be an awful thing to 
give my money to breaking up the em­ 
pire.” 
In 1892 Mr. Rhodes again wrote to Mr. 
Schnadhorst, drawing 
attention 
to a 
speech of Mr. Gladstone, foreshadowing a 
•'scuttle out of Egypt.” 
expressing the 
hope that Mr. Schnadhorst would do his 
best to check the mud step. 
“But,” he 
said, "if your respected leader remains 
obdurate, I shall certainly call upon you 
to devote my subscription to some pub­ 
lic charity.” 
In Mr. Sehnadhoret's reply, he said Mr. 
Rhodes’ money' had already been spent, 
as he believed it was given mainly to help 
the home rule struggle. 
Mr. Schnadhorst. 
however, 
assured

ance was only aa expression of

opinion, that Sir William 
Vernon-Har- 
court was also annoyed at them 
and 
that no scuttle out of Egypt was likely 
as he had seen Ix>rd Rosebery, then slat­ 
ed for foreign minister, who would not 
permit it. being ”a strong man who will 
take his own course, very different from 
the pliant, supple Granville.”

189 only 39,280 men out of a total of 
105,546 were serving in the Philippines 
while during the past year 66,8.82 of a 
total of 100,389 were thus serving.

F irst—There are u great many teachers 
here who are receiving $900 or $1000 per 
year who have hud years of experience 
ural h a w proven their worth, even re­ 
signing first-cia.sa jobs to come out her* 
and then there is another cia** who re­ 
ceive their appointment* later or in diff­ 
erent ways th at are receiving from $1A* 
to Slab I, and mnnj of these men have not 
only never taught a day In their lives 
hut are men Just out of co lleg e or normal 
school and have had no training In ileal 
lug v, ith the world. 
Many of the men 
who are receiving the sm aller 
salary 
contend that there is no Justice or fair­ 
ness in any such system of wages; still 
there is no question hut w hat each of 
them came with distinct 
understanding 
th at they were to receive the sm aller sal­ 
ary, so while it may he galling to some 
experienced teachers 
to see a feather­ 
brained boy getting $300 or $400 a year 
more Hum himself, It Is still a question 
us to whet In i he really has a right to 
complain on that score. 
There is o ne point, however, on which 
we can all complain with Justice, and 
th at is tho business methods in vogue 
here. 
Barracks were provided for us at 
government expense and the governm ent 
had also fitted out u restau ran t on the 
grounds and given the contract to Ah 
Gong to furnish meals to us tor $7.7u gold 
p e r w eek. 
it might be well to say h ero 
th at this rate is not exorbitant her** foi­ 
lable board where everything is strictly 
first-class, but Hie board furnished us Is 
not even third-class, and the service is 
absolutely the worst I ever saw an y ­ 
where.

er* have asked to settle up and go away. 
This was refused for a long time by the 
division superintendent in charge unless 
we left th*- govern ne rn barracks.

$7.7o per week for board, worth perhaps

racks and boarding where we pleased. 
The business policy of this m atter was 
condemned not only by the teachers but 
by many of the division superintendents.

The 
di vison superintendents have,

their own conveniences 
In asslgm em s 
rath er than the desire* of the teacher*. 
Then they say that it was too much both­ 
er to straighten out all the requests made 
and Ko we were assigned as they hap­ 
pened to decide. 
This ha* occasioned much dissatisfac­ 
tion an*! can hardly help causing fric­ 
tion end trite result In some resignation* 
f*r J *r. 
Atkinson had adopted a very 
strict rub- about changing men from one 
province to another, so that th** present 
assignment may he expected to hold as 
posted * xeept in instances where the de­ 
partment may decide on changes. It I* 
net L r rn*- to say tftat this rule I* not 
necessary even though It docs result in 
hardship, but many of the teachers look 
upon it as being a little too military In 
charact »-r.
